reason for informing us of the incident was to make sure that Howard was no 
longer involved in Scouting. Based on a leader inquiry it was determined that 
Howard Mooers was registered in the Minnetonka District and had given leadership to 
the most recent Junior Leader Training in the Minnetonka District.
